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Western Presbyterian 
Church/IMF 

In late May, the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) razed the 
old Western Presbyterian 
Church at 1906 H Street. In 
mid-July, without City Council 
approval to close a public alley 
which is included in its expan- 
sion plan, the IMF began pre- 
construction activities. After 
Ward 2 Council Member Jack 
Evans and the community com- 
plained to the city about the ‘‘de 
facto”? closing of the public 
alley, the IMF stopped its pre- 
construction activities and sued 
the city to force the city to close 
the alley. 

Meanwhile, the Western 
Presbyterian Church continues 
to operate its homeless feeding 
program without zoning ap- 
proval but under U.S. District 
Court Judge Stanley Sporkin’s 
temporary order. This order is 
provisional on the program’s not 
becoming a ‘‘nuisance.’’ The ci- 
ty has appealed this order both 
above and below the U.S. 
District Court. 


UPDATE 


GWU Health & Wellness Center 

In mid-June, the community 
testified against George Wash- 
ington University’s (GWU’s) 
proposed new Health and Well- 
ness Center on the northwest 
corner of 23rd and G Streets. 
President Chris Lamb repre- 
sented the FBA. The communi- 
ty opposed the proposed siting 
at the periphery of the campus 
and in the heart of the FBA 
residential neighborhood. At the 
end of August, the community 
submitted its response to 
GWU’s revised proposal. Vice 
President Barbara Kahlow 
presented the FBA’s objections 
and asked for the reopening of 
GWU’s campus plan. 


D.C. Comprehensive Plan 

In mid-June, the D.C. City 
Council passed extensive amend- 
ments to the Comprehensive 
Plan which governs land use in 
D.C. Many amendments were 
included for Foggy Bottom- 
West End, including: a require- 
ment for-GWU to provide writ- 
ten justification for construction 


of any new building other than 
a dormitory; and a requirement 
for planned unit developments 
in Ward 2 to include a substan- 
tial share of amenities for the 
immediate community. Various 
amendments were proposed by 
ANC-2A and by five Ward 2 
community leaders. The bill 
goes to the Mayor and then the 
National Capital Planning Com- 
mission before it bécomes law. 


User Fees at Francis Pool 

At the end of June, the city im- 
posed a user fee at Francis 
Swimming Pool without any 
public input. In mid-July, 
ANC-2A joined Dupont Circle 
ANC-2B in objecting to the ab- 
sence of notice and input. Then, 
the city issued an emergency 
and proposed rulemaking to le- 
gitimatize the user fees. In ear- 
ly August, in response to the 
rulemaking, FBA President 
Chris Lamb objected to the ci- 
ty’s action. Also, as anin- 
dividual and in concert with 
Ward 2 City Council Member

Tips for 
Pedestrian Safety 


When thinking of motor vehi- 
cle accidents, most people im- 
agine crash scenes of twisted 
metal. But they often overlook 
one factor in many accidents — 
the pedestrian. About 7,000 
pedestrians die in accidents each 
year, and another 50,000 suffer 
disabling injuries. 

Most vulnerable: children and 
older adults. People 55 and 
older have the highest death 
rate, while children under 14 ac- 
count for about one third of 
pedestrian deaths and injuries. 

Because a hazardous situation 
exists any time pedestrians and 
vehicles mix, the National Safe- 
ty Council offers the following 
advice: 

e Never assume that vehicles 
will obey traffic laws. Look left, 
right and left again before you 
cross, even if you have the 
“walk” sign. 

e Even if you have the right 
of way, never challenge traffic. 
A good tactic: Look the driver 
in the eye, making sure the 
driver sees you and knows you 
want to cross. 

e Don’t drink and walk. 
About 25 percent of pedestrian 
traffic deaths involve alcohol im- 
pairment of the pedestrian with 
no alcohol impairment of the 
driver. 

e When there’s no sidewalk, 
walk facing traffic so you can see 
approaching vehicles. 

e Use particular caution in in- 
clement weather when the roads 
are slippery. You may fall and 
traffic may be unable to stop. 

e For visibility during the 
day, wear bright or fluorescent 
clothing. At night carry a 
lighted flashlight and wear 
clothing trimmed with reflective 
material. 

e Choose play areas for 
youngsters away from traffic 
and teach them to stay off the 
streets. 

e Teach children to stop at the 
edge of a curb and look left, 
right and left again before
